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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with David A. Plumley, Reg. No. 37,208, on 20 March 2007. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

IN THE CLAIMS: 

In Claim 1 , at Line 5, change "from" to -front-. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 and 3-5 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
With respect to Claim 1 , the prior art of record teaches many of the elements of 
the claimed invention, including a plasma display panel comprising: a first substrate and 
a second substrate provided with a predetermined gap there between and disposed 
substantially parallel to each other; a plurality of address electrodes formed on the first 
substrate; a first dielectric layer formed on a front surface of the first substrate, covering 
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the address electrodes; a plurality of barrier ribs mounted on the first dielectric layer with 
a predetermined height to provide a discharge space; a phosphor layer formed within 
the discharge space; a plurality of discharge sustain electrodes provided on a front 
surface of the second substrate facing the first substrate and disposed generally 
perpendicular to the address electrodes; a second dielectric layer formed on the front 
surface of the second substrate, covering the discharge sustain electrodes; and a 
passivation layer coated on the second dielectric layer, comprising MgO and dopant 
elements Si and Fe, wherein the passivation layer comprises Si in an amount ranging 
from 50 to 500 ppm. 

However, prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest the plasma display panel 
wherein the amount of Fe provided in the passivation layer is an amount ranging from 
1 5 to 90 ppm, in the manner required by Claim 1 . 

Claims 3-5 are allowed by virtue of their dependency upon Claim 1.

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U.S. Patent Application to Park et al. (US 2004/0131884 A1) regarding the use of 
Si as a dopant for an MgO passivation layer in a range from 30-500 ppm, but without 
any use of iron. 

Japanese Patent Abstract Publication to Keiji et al. (Publication Number 11- 
339655) regarding iron oxide added to an MgO passivation layer in a plasma display 
device, but with a substantially higher range of concentration (no less than 55,000 ppm). 

European Patent Application to Aboelfotoh (EP 82102225.8 A2) regarding Group 
VIII element (including Fe) doping of a MgO layer in a plasma display device, but with a 
substantially higher range of concentration (no less than 30,000 ppm).
